"Spirit pictures—yes—I make them almost 


every night!" eiclaimed Houdini. "It is » great 
trick, if you know how; one from which some of 
the so-called 'mediums' are reaping a golden har- 
vest. 
With professional fakers the X-ray hu 


played a big part in 'spirit' photography. No 
doubt in this instance, the good rural folk al- 
lowed their imagination to run riot. 


"Once while experimenting with some trick 


photography we were playing around with double 
exposure and many other methods in order to 
get some startling results. The camera man began 
Inking 'stills' of me. Lo, when a certain batch of 
pictures wt-rc developed, there appeared over my 
head on onr, the shadowy vision of the hands and 
arms of a foreign body. But true to all my ex- 
periences, we found the shadow merely the reflec- 
tion of a friend who stood by, with his arms rest- 
ing upon a nearby window sill!"
